the twain. When Friſtippus was asked by one in derifipn, where the 
great high friendſhip was become, that formerly had been between him 
and Zſchines? he anſwers, It is aſ{zep, but I will go and awaken it ; and 
id ſo, leaſt their enemics ſhould make it a matter of rejoycing. When Phi- 
tip of Macedon was told that the Grecians ſpake evil words of him, nat- 
withſtanding he did them much good , and wes withall counſclled to <4 
fliſe them ; he anſwers, Your counſel is not good, fofif they now ſpeak 
evil of us, having done them good only ; what would they then if we ſhou 
dothem any hzym?

And we read of Ewclideliff of 
that when his Brochez (in a variancebetween them) ſaid, 7 would I might [ht 
dieif I be not revenged of thee; he anſwered again, Nay ler me die forilff wl 


zf [ perſwade thee not ocherwiſe before I have done : by which one wo 
he preſently ſo won his Brothers heart, that he changed his minde, and thy 
parted friends, Milde words, and gentle behayiour may be reſembledy 
Mk, that quencheth Wild fire; or Oyl, that quencheth Zime which b 
water is kindled. And this was Davids way of overcoming, 1 Sam. 24 
He whoſe Harp had wont to quiet Sauls frenzie,now by his kindneſt, dot 
calm his fury, ſo that now he ſheds tears inſtead of blood: here was a vifto 
gntteniand no blow ſtricken, The King of Iſrael ſet bread and water befon 
the hoſt of the King of Syria, when he might haye ſlain them, 2 King 6.23 
What did heloſc byjt? or, had he caule to repent himſelf? Noy he did 
thereby fo prevent ſucceeding quazrels, that as the Text ſaith. the bands 
Aram came no more into the Land of tſrael; Andſucha conquelt 1s like 
that which Zvagrius recordeth of the Romans, namely, That they got ſuch 


Law, that neyer afrer, any Kings of Perfiz ſhould moye warre againf 
the Romans, Adtions ſalved up w th a free forgiveneſs, are as not done y 
fo eyery wiſe Chriſtian will do g0:d to them that do hurt to him, 
yea bleſſe and pray for them that curſe him, as our Saviour adviſeth! 
acither is he a fool init, for if grace comes { and nothingwi!l procure 
it ſoonerthan prayers and good examples ) though before they were 
evil enemies; now they ſhall neither be evil, nor enemies» It was 
witty anſwer of Socrates , who replied when one asked him, why-he took 
ſuch a mans bitter railing ſo patienily. It is enough for one to be angry 
at atime, Forit a wile man contend iyitha fooliſh man, ſaith Solomon 
whether he be angry, or laugh, there is 70 reſt. Prov. 29. 9, whereas 
gentle ſpcech appeaſeth wrath, and patience bridleth the ſceret pratlings of 
mockers, and blunteth the point of their reproach. Had not Gideon, Judg, 
$, learned toſpeah fairas well as to ſmite, he had found work enough Wh 
from the ſwords of roſephs ſonnes,but his good words are as witrorious as his 
ſmord:his pacification of friends better than his execution of enemies, Verl. 2; Ml! 
| Satyrus, knowing himſelf cholerich and in that whirry of mind apt to 
eranſgreſſe, when he but ſuſpeFed ill language from any , he would ſtep 
his cars with wax , leſtthe ſenſe of it ſhould cauſc his feerce hood to ſeeth 
zn his diſtempered skin. And Ceſar, although he could moderate his 
paſs;»nr, having in that civil garboyl intercepted a Packer of Letrers wits 
ten to Pompey from his Fayorites, brake them not open but burnt them 
Lmmcdiately, And Pompey committed thoſe Lewzersto yhe fire before i 
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F*.. to drruvt ont diſcontent, The 1T Part - 
zeadthem, wherein he expe&ed to find the cauſe of his gricefs Rage is 
not ingendred , but by the concurrence cf cholers , which are caſily 
roduced one of another , and born at an inflent, When the fone and 
the feel meets, the iſſue ingendred from thence is fire , w..ercas the ſword 
of «nger being firuck'upon the ſoft pillowof a milde ſpiritzis broken, The 
ſhot of the Cannon hurts not Wool, and ſuch like yci:ding things , but that 
which is hard, ſtubborn, and reſiſting. He is fuller of paſii9n than reaſon,that 
will flame at eyery vain zonguespuſſ: A man that ſtudies revenge , keeps 
his own wounds green and open, which otherwiſe would heal and da well, 
Anger to the ſoul, is ike a coal on the fleſh,or garment, caſ} it off luddeniyy 
itdoth little harm, bur /er3e /yc,1t frers deep. Wherefore ſaith one, their 
malice ſhall ſooner ceaſe than my unchanged patience. A ſmall injury ihall 
0 as it comes, a great injury may dijneny ſup with me, but none at all ſhall 
lodge with me, for why thould I vex my ſelf, becauſe another bath wexed 
me? That were to imitate the foo/ that would not come out of the Pound, 
ſaying» They had put him in bj Law,and he would come out again by Law : 
pr Ahab,who becauſe he could not haye his will on NVaboth, would be re» 
wenged on himſelf. As the mad man tears his own hair, becauſe he cannor 
come at hisezemies , Or Thamar, who defiled her ſelf, to be reyvenged of 
her Father in law Zudah. Or the Hedg hog, which having laden himſelf 
with Nuts and fruits, if but theleaſt Filberd chance to fall off, as he is 
ooing to disburden them in his ffore-houſe, will ing down all the reſt, in 
a peceviſh humour, and beat the ground for anger, as Pliny writes. Or 
Dogswhich {ct upon the ſtone that hath hurt them,with ſuchiccfull regeth 
that they hyrt themſelves more than the thrower hurt them ; and feel 
greater ſmart fcom themſelyes, than from their enemy : which makes 
A'rchelaus lay, it is a great evill, not to be able to ſuffer eyill. And cer- 
tainly if we well conſider it, we ſhall meet with vexations enough thatwe 
cannotayoidif we would never ſo fain. We need not (like Cercion in 
Sudas ) wreſile, or ( with fooliſh Pannus ) go to law with every man we 
mect.

he will winceand kick, and be moſt grievouſlly offended at it. Yeazas ſoars! 
and w/ccrs arc grieved,'not only at a '1ght couch, but even with fear and ſu 
Itiun of being touched , fo will :n exuirerate minde, faith Seneca. And as 
ſmall letters offend bad eyes (r Jeait appearances of contradiftion will grieve 
the i/! affeFed exrs of gui':y perſons, ſaith Plutarch, For, let mens ronguer, 
like Bel/;,give but an indefinite,% not a ſignificant ſound,they imagin them 
to ſpeak and mean, whatſoever their 21ui:ty conſciences frame in the fancie, 
and whiſper in the ear: whichare thoſe cvil ſurmiſerof corrupt mindery 
the Lpofletaxcthy 1 Tim. 6,4, When like Caius the humaniſt, one thinks 


forbear reproaches. But where the conſcience is clear, the caſe is altered. Ma: 
rius was never offended with any report that went of him, becaule if it 
were 7727, it would found to his praiſe, if falſe, his lifeand manners ſhould 
prove it contrary. And indeed;the beſt confuration of their ſlanders,is not 
by our great words, but by our 200d worker, Sophacles being accuſed by his 
own children, that be grew Durard, and ſpent their Pazrimoxjes idly, when 
he was ſummoned, did nor perſonally appear before the Magiſtrates,butex; 
ſent one of his new Tragedigs to their peruſall, which being read, made 
them confeſs , This is'not the work of a man that dozes, So againſt allYz7 
clamours and (welling opprobries, ſet but thine innocency and good life,thouY 
needeſt do no more, That body which is in good health, is ſtrong,and able 
to bear the great ſtorms and bitter coldof Winter,and likewiſe the e&ceſlive 
and intemperate heat of the Summer ; but with a crazie and diſtempered 
body, it is far otherwiſe : Even ſo, a ſound heart, and clear conſcience, will un 
abide a/ltryals: in proſperity it will not be lifted up, in adverſity, it will ab 
not be utteriycaſt down : whereas, the corrupt heart and feſtered conſcience the 
can endure nothing , even a word, if it bepleafing, puffs himup with pride be: 
if not; it ſire/s him with paſiion. A guilty conſcience (like Glaſſe,) will ſweatÞ dic 
with the leaſt breath, and like a windy inſirument,be put out of trne with m; 
the very diſtemper of the aire: but when the ſoul 15 fleeled with gooaneſſh my 
no aſſaults of evil can daunt it. I more fear what is within me (ſayes Zou 
ther} then what comes from without : The Rtorms and wind without, doÞÞ ha; 
neyer moye the Earth, only Vanours within, cauſe Earthquakes, [am.4.1 i to 
No greater ſign of innocency when we are accuſed, than _— as weſee car 
in /oſeph, why being both accuſed and committed for forcing his Miftireſfl ke: 
anſwered juſt nothing that we can read of, Gen, 39.17, 18, And Suſanna 
who being accuſed by the two Elders of an baynous crime { which _ tre 
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lan2 were guilty of,) never contended by laying the fault upon them, but 
ppcals unto God whether ſhe were innocent or no. And Hannah, whole 
ply ro Ely (when he faiſly acculed her of drunkenneſs ) was no other 
ut» Nay my Lord, count not thine Handmaid for a wicked woman, 1 Same 
15, 16, Neither is their a oreater 5 'ymprome of guiltineſs, than our, 
reaking into choler, and being exaſperated when we haye any thiug laid to 
ur charge 3 witneſſe Cain, Gene4.y. That Hebrew which ſtruck his fel- 
ow. Exod. 2.13.14. Saul,1 Sam, 20.3233» Abner,2 Sam. z.t Teroboamy 
King.

The pe cauſe will be ſure to forelay the [þrewdeſt counſel!, or the low= 
leſt Advocates : Errour hath alwayes moſt words, like a rotten houſe, that 
eeds moſt props and crurchesto uphold it, Simple eruth eyermore requires 
eaſt coſt, like a'beautiful face, that needs no painting 5 ora comely body y 
which, any decent apparell becomes, We plaiſter over rotten poſts, and rag= 
ged walls ; ſubſtantiall buildings are able to grace themſelves, So thatas 
barks flying up, ſhew the houſe to be on fire, and as corrupt ſpisz/e ſhews 
exlcerate lungs; fo a paſiionate anſwer argues a guilty conſcience. Why 
doth the Z7are uft ſo many dowblings ? but to fruſtrate the ſcent of the 
Hounds, And this is one reaſon why the former are compared to Sheep and 
Lambes(Emblems of innocency) which being harmed, willnot once bleatz

deing railed 4pon, and reviled by a foul meuch,may reply as once a Steward 
did to his paſſionate Cord, when he called him Kzave, &c, Your Honour: 
may ſpeak as you pleaſe, but I belieye not a word that you ſay, forl know 
my ſelf an honeſt man, Yea, ſuppoſe weare circled round with reproaches 
our conſcience knowing us innocent, like a conſtant friend, takes us by the 
hand and cheers us againſt all our miſeries. A good ſpiris, will be, as Simon 
to Chriſt, its Crofs-bearer. A juſt man ſaith chryſoſtome, is impregnable, and 
cannot be overcome : take away his wealth, his good parrs cannot be ta- 
ken from him,and his zreaſure is abvyc : caſt him into priſonand bonds,he 
doth the more freely enjoy the preſence of his God : banijh him his Coun - 
trey,he hath his conwverſationin Heaven: kill his body,lt ſhall riſe agajn : ſa 


he fights with a ſhadow that contends with an »pright man. 
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Wherefore,letall who ſuffer in their good Nemes,if conſcious and guil; 
2y of an enemies imputarionss repent and amend : if otherwiſe, contemy 
them;ownthem not ſo much;as once to take notice thereof, A wicked heanſh 
15 as a barrill of powder to temptation; let thine bezas a River of water. Ye 
ſecing God eſteems men as they are, and not asthey have been, — | 
formerly thou haſt been culpable; yet now thou mayeſt anſwer for thy 
ſelf, as Paul did for Oneſimus, Though in times paſt I was unprofitable, ye 
now 1 am profitable : and oppoſe to them that ſivect and divine ſentence g 
ſweet and hsly Bernard, Tell me not, Satan, what have been; but, what 
am, and will be. Orthatof Beza inthe like caſe ; Whatſocyer 7 was, 1 
am now in Chriſta New Creature : and that is it which troubles thee, [ 
might haye ſo continued long enough ere thou wouldeſt haye wexed at it, 
but now ſee thou doſt envy me the grace of my Saviour. Or that Apw 
thegme of Diogenesto a bale fellow, that told him he had once been a fore 
gerof mincy 3 whoſe anſwer was, "Tis true, ſuch as thou art now, I was 
once; but ſuch as Iam now thou wilt never be. Yea,thou mayeſt ſay, by hon 
much more 1 have formerly ſinned, by ſo much moye is Gods power and good- 
neſs now magnified, As St. Auſtine hearing the Donatiſts revyile him for 
the former wickedneſs of his youth ; anſwered, The more deſperate my di. 
ſeaſe was, ſo much the more 1 admire the Phyſician. Yea,thou maye yet 
ſtrain it a peg higher, and ſay, the greater my finnes were, the greater is my 
honour : as, the Devi s which Mary Magdalen once had, are mentioned 
for her glory.

4 j-7 E beareth the Crefi patiently, becauſe it is counterpoyſed and made i 
ſweet with more than anſwerable bleſſings. Satan and the world 
may take many things from us, as they did from 7ob, viz. health, wealth, 
enutward peace, friends.tiberty, credit, &c, but they can neyer take Godfrom | 
us, who giverall : andat the fame tinge ſupplies the want of theſe, with 
comforts farre ſurpaſſing, and tranſcending them. As when a Conrtier gave 
it out,that Queen Mary(being dilpleaſed with the City)threatned to diyett , 
both Terme and Parliament to Oxford; an Alderman aske whether ſhe 
meant torurn the Channel of the Thames thither or no : if not (faith he,) 
by Gods grace wehall do wellenough. Forwhatare the things our ene« 
miescan take from us, in campariſon of Chriſt, the Ocean of our comfort, 
and Heaventhe place of our reſt ? And therefore in the midſ# of miſery we 
ſay with 7cb, Bleſſed be the name of the Lord. 

Queſt, But with what comforts doth the Lord ſupply our loſſes ? 

Anſw, The aſſurance of the pardon of ſinnealone, isable to cleer all 
ſtorms of the minde ; it teacheth miſery, as ſickneſs, poverty, famine,impriſon- 
ment,infamys&c. to laugh : notby reaſon of ſome imaginary epicycles,but 
by ramurall and palpable reaſons, Yeaylet death happeniit matters not: When 
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Malefaftor hath ſued onus his pardon,let the Lfiiſes come when they will, 


:Whe ſooner the better. 
Butto this is added the peace of conſcience (the marrow of all comforrs,) 


n@therwiſe called the peaceof God, which paſſeth all underſtandingzand ſur- 


iſſeth a// commending z and neyer did man find pleaſurc upon earth, like 
he ſweet zeſtimony of an appeaſed conſcience,reconcileduntoGod,cleanſed 
y the blood of the Lamb, and quieted by the preſence of the holy Ghoſt. 
ca, had(ſt thou (who moſt doreſi upon the world) but theſe comfores, thou 
Wouldeſt not change them for all that Satan once offered to our Saviour, 

dare now accepted by many. O good /ife { ſaithan Ancient Fathey ) 
that a Zoy art thou in time of diſirefle! And another, Swye: is the felt- 
ity of that man, whoſe works are ju, and whoſe deſires are innocens : 
hough he be in Phaleris Bull.For theſe are priviledges which mate Pau!

enthelike : For though he was under his perſecutors for ourward condi- 
ion, yet he was farabove them for inward conſo/ation. Neither had weal- 
by Cr.eſus ſo much riches, in his coffers, as poor Tob had, in his conſcience, 
ea» how can he be miſerable, that hath Chriſt andall hs merics made ſure 
phim ; that hath his Name wriczen in Heaven, Surely, his ſoul mult 
jc brim full of brave thoughts,that is able ro refreſh himſelfwith this Me+ 
litation, Godis my Father, the Church my Mother, Chrift the Ludge my 
lder Brother and .Advocate, the holy Ghoſt my Comforter, the Angelc 
nine attendance; all the Creatures mine, for uſe, the ſtock of the Churches 
rayers mine for benefit ; the wor/d mine 7nne; Heaven my home. God 
s$alwayes with@c, before me, within me, oyerſeeing me ; I ralk with 
imin Prayer, he with mein his word, &c.
